The compounds of formula (I) are all polyalkylene 
glycol ether monomers. Thus the Hirata et al. (EP 0 989 109), Knebel et al. (US 6,040,473) and 
Aldrich Catalog 1998-1999 references are no longer applicable, since these references teach 
esters.
